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THE ANTI-GAMBLING VICTORY. 
The action of the Senate in amending the House bill pro- 
hibiting “bookmaking and poolselling. is disappointing to 
many opponents of gambling. The offense made a 


‘misdemeanor and the minimum punishment 
a fine of not less than $50 or imprisonment in the jail for not 


less than 60 days, or both fine and imprisonment. The felony 
clause was adopted by the House upon the urgent advice of Cir- 
cult Attorney Sager and his pledge to enforce the law if the 
prosecution of the offenders should be brought within the scope 
of his duties. The near approach of the close of the session 
will probably induce the House to accept the amendment. Be- 
sides, there is reason to fear, as several senators and representa- 
tives suggest, that juries would regard the felony penalty as too 
severe and would refuse to convict offenders. 

But as the bill. stands, passed almost unanimously by the 
Senate, against powerful influences and interests which fought 

- ft bitterly, it is a magnificent moral victory. The bill prohibits 
yaéetratk gambling under penalties which are severe enough to 
be effective if the law shall be enforced. The responsibility will 
rest with the law-enforcing authorities. 

The victory over the gamblers’ ring and its unscrupulous 
lobby means so much to St. Louis and the State, it is such a 
triumph of morality and sound public policy, that the Post- 
Dispa feels that it can accept the bitter denunciations of the 
men fought this great reform as words of praise. We 
feel that the work of this newspaper in arousing, crystallizing 
and organizing public sentiment for a successful campaign against 
the demoralizing racetrack gambling evil was one of its greatest 
public services. We appreciate fully the support of the public 
and the co-operation of the men and the newspapers who have 
contributed to the result.

The Senate can not better subserve the interests of the United 
States than by rejecting the Santo Domingo treaty altogether, 
us the indications are that it will do.

If It Is Considered Necessary the Governor 
Says, Attorney-General Hadley Will Be In- 
structed to Aid in Prosecuting Possible Vio- 
lations of Anti-Poolselling Law. 
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LAWMAKERS UNANIMOUS IN 
PRAISING POST-DISPATCH 


Amendment Which

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 15.—The 
anti-gambling bill passed by the Senate 
yesterday, following the adoption of an 
amendment which makes bookmaking and 
poolselling a misdemeanor punishable by a 
maximum fine of $1000 or a jail sentence of 
one year, or both, was referred back to 
the House of Representatives today. 

It is probable the House will concur in 
the Benate amendment. 

The minimum penalty provided under the 
terms of the Senate amendment is a fine 
of $80 or a jail sentence of 6 days, while 
the bill, as it passed the House by almost 
unaniinous vote two weeks ago, prescribed 
a minimum jail sentence of six months and 
a fine not less than $600. 

The House leaders do not think the bill 
in its: amended form provided a severe 
enough penalty, but all of them agree 
that a great victory has been won over the 
Missouri gambling syndicate and it is now 
merely a question of proper enforcement 
of the law to bring about absolute sup- 
pression of. racetrack gambling. 

For each and every time a book is oper- 
ated or bets made’ or taken by poolsellers 
on races, the offender subjects himself to 
one year’s imprisonment or a fine of $1000. 

The breeders’ law, which legalized book- 
making and pooijselling et racetracks, was 
repealed several days ago and the new 
bill takes the place of that statute. 

It is possible the House may raise the 
minimum fine to $100 and increase the term 
of imprisonment, but whatever amend- 
ments may be made, it is certain the breed- 
ers’ law substitute will be sent to Gov. 
Folk for his signature within the next few 
days.

Several senators who voted against the 
repeal of the breeders’ law, notably Brown 
of Cass County and. Wornall of Clay County 
had indicated their intention to vote for 
the anti-gambling bill. 

Senator Kinealy then said that he would 
not oppose the bill if the offense was re- 
duced to a misdemeanor. Several senators 
who favored repeal legislation thought the 
evil could be abolished by making it a mis- 
demeanor, as they argued it might be more 
difficult, if not fmpracticable, to enforce a 
statute with the more severe penalties at- 
tached. 

There were rumors before the vote was 
taken yesterday that Republican senators 
had concluded to support a misdemeanor 
clause because of the aid Fariss, Morton, 
Kinealy and other senators had given them 
on the St Louis police bill. 

Interviews secured by a Post-Dispatoh 
correspondent with members of the House 
today show that such a deal was generally 
suspected. At the same time, it was also 
evident that the Farris-Mortop crowd was 
compelled to “lay down” on the anti-gam- 
bling bill for lack of support. 

Without exception senators and represent- 
atives commend the fight made by the 
Post-Dispatch for the repeal of the breed- 
ers’ law and the enactment of a statute to 
stop gambling at racetracks. Here is what 
some of them said: 


What the Senators Say. 

SENATOR A. O. H. AVERY of Lincoln 
County: I preferred making the offense 
of bookmaking and poolselling a felony 
instead of a misdemeanor, but as the biil 
stands its provisions are sufficient, in my 
judgment, if the authorities do their duty. 
The Post-Dispatch has performed a great 
public service in advocating the suppres- 
sion of this evil, which had grown to 
alarming proportions. 

SENATOR FRANK H. FARRIS of 
Crawford County: I Goubt ff a jury could 
be found that would send a man to the 
penitentiary for betting on a horse race. 
Personally, I was opposed to any law at 
all against bookmaking and poolselling. it 
is an evil which I do not belleve can be 
regulated by law. Other forms of gam- 
bling are classed as misdemeanors, with 
the exception of faro and roulette. The 


law against this species of gambling, how- 


ever, is seldom enforced.
